In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 229 of 
the Constitution of India, the Honourable the Chief 
Justice hereby makes the following amendments to the 
Kerala High Court Service Rules, 2007, namely: 

Amendment (C.S. No. 27) 

“In the said Rules 

1. In Rule 4, the existing entry “Selection Grade 
Assistant” occurring in Category 1 of 
Sub Division 1 in Division II shall be substituted 
by “Assistant Section Officer”. 

2. The existing entry “Selection Grade Assistant” 
occurring in Rule 20 (2) (b) shall be substituted 
by “Assistant Section Officer”. 


3. The existing entries “Selection Grade Assistanf’ 
occurring in the proviso to Rule 20 (2) (b), shall 
be substituted by “Assistant Section Officer”. 

4. In Annexure I, the existing entry “Selection Grade 
Assistant” occurring in column (4) against 
category 1 in Sub division 9 in Division I, shall 
be substituted by “Assistant Section Officer”. 

5. In Annexure I, the existing entry “Selection Grade 
Assistant” occurring in column (3) against 
category 1 in Sub division 1 in Division II, shall 
be substituted by “Assistant Section Officer”. 

The above amendments shall come into force with 
immediate effect.
